The National City Bank, W ith $454,000 


In Deposits, W ill Not Be Reopened. 


Comptroller of Currency Dltcovered 


Shortage. 


Boston, Feb. 24.—The 
comptroller 
of the currency closed the National 
City 
bank, of 
Cambridge, when a 
e!.ortage of $144,000 was discovered, 
un J Ellis S. Pepper, a national bank 
examiner, was appointed temporary 
receiver. 
George W. Coleman, bookkeeper of 
the bank, has been absent from Cam­ 
bridge for several days. 
The 
last 
heard from Coleman was to the effect 
that he was in Kansas City. 
Tbs closing of the bank was a sur­ 
prise to the depositors of the institu­ 
tion. 
Most of them are owners of 
small business stands. The shortage 
wad discovered by Pepper. The presi­ 
dent of the bank, Edwin L Dresser. 
said of the failure: 
“Of my own knowledge I do not 
know’ of any shortage. We took no de­ 
posits after Monday noon, when an in­ 
vestigation was started by our direc­ 
tors. We s u s j^ t a man w’ho left Cam- 
1 ridge. He has sent word to friends in 
Cambridge from Kansas City that he 
would be back In Cambridge Thurs­ 
day." 
Steps were taken by the federal au­ 
thorities to apprehend Coleman. It is 
admitted by the officers of the bank 
that the institution will never be re­ 
opened. Its liabilities are $332,240, of 
which $128,432 consisted of individual 
(lf posits. 
fuher 
liabilities of the 
hank as 
shown by the last report of condition, 
rendered as of Jan 31 last, were: Cir­ 
culating notes. $24,300; due to hanks. 
$15 "57; deposits, $128 432, and bills 
payable, $25,000.

625; United States bonds, $25,000; se­

The National City hank was organ 
lied In 1865. and has a capital of $100.- 
OoO. Of late years its business has 
h »en small, owing to the competition

I road street, once again bound for the 
Auditorium, where he sp o k e to the 
board of trade. There were outbursts 
of cheering, too, when he left the ban 
quet hall and hurried to his private 
ear. 
And the 
president enjoyed It all. 
Prut.ably It reminded 
him of other 
days. for he smiled and bowed and 
lifted his hat and looked pleased. He 
had only one opportunity to address the 
crowd, tint he made the most of it. 
and his hearers in turn cheered just 
as if they all 
had 
heard

president had said. 


President W ild ly Cheered. 


Tile celebration of "Taft day.” for 
that is what Newark called it. w-asn’t 
confined merely to yells and Chautau­ 
qua salutes. The principal streets were 
decorated with flags and bunting, red. 
white and blue electric lights swung 
In incandescent splendor, and all th** 
et* ct of New Jersey who could possi­ 
bly be present were on hand to greet 
Mr. Taft. From the time the presiden­ 
tial automobile swung into Harrison 
avenue.
